Claims 1-24 are pending in this application. Amended claim 1 and newly added claims 
2-24 are noted.

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It is noted that the claimed invention is directed to a method. The examiner suggests 
amending the abstract to reflect same. 

The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 

It is noted that the claimed invention is directed solely to a method. The examiner 
suggests amending the title to reflect same. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant 
art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed 
invention. 

In claim 1, the phrase "pushing said substrate" is deemed new matter as there appears to 
be no support for such a limitation in the original specification. The same issue applies to claims 
12-14, 18-19. 

In claim 3, the phrase "treating said substantially rigid substrate" is deemed new matter. 
If the applicant were to amend the limitation to a pretreatment step as recited on p. 8 of the 
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specification, the examiner will withdraw this part of the rejection. The same issue applies to 
claims 4, 15, 16. 

In claim 4, the phrase "cooling, stacking, and cutting said (substantially rigid) substrate 
into desired lengths" is deemed new matter. 

In claim 5, the terms "non-continuous substrate" and "in series" are deemed new matter. 
The same issue applies to claim 17. 

In claim 6, the phrase heating "to promote a bond with said coating material" is deemed 
new matter. 

In claim 1 1, the phrase "absence of pigmentation" is deemed new matter. The same issue 
applies to claim 24. 

In claim 14 lines 3-4, the term "substantially uniform cross-sectional profile" is deemed 
new matter. 

In claim 14 lines 6-7, the phrase in which "a second aperture larger than, but conforming 
to, said first aperture" is deemed new matter. 

In claim 17, the phrase "each substrate length having a substantially identical cross- 
sectional profile" is deemed new matter. 

In claim 20, the phrase "applying further comprises coating said substrate" is deemed 
new matter.
